— ccontinually growen and ben within the ſame great nombze and 
multitude of good archers, whiche haue not only defended this realmo, and 


the ſubiectes therof agayuſt the cruell malice # daunger of they2 outwarde 
cnnemics 
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ennemyes in tyme herr to foze paſſed, but alſo with litle nombꝛe a puiſſance 
in regarde, haue done many notable actes and diſcomfetures ot warte a⸗ 
gainit the intidels and other, and furthermoze ſubdued and reduced diners 
and many regions and coũtreys to their due obeiſance to the great honour, 
fame, and ſuertie of this realme aid ſubiectes, and to the terrible dꝛede 
and feare ot all ſtraunge nacions any thinge to attempte oꝛ do to the hurt oꝛ 
damage of them oz any ot them. And albett that dyuers good x pꝛolitable 
ſtatutes in the tyme of his noble pꝛogenitours and pꝛedeceſſouts kynges of

and gaine of the ſaide ſheriffes and their miniſters will be wilfully foz- 
ſwome and periured, by the !tniſtre labour of the ſaid ſhiriffes and they 
miniſters : by reaſon wherof many and diverſe ſubſtanciall perſones (the 
kinges true ſubtectes) contrary to good equitie and rightuouſnes, haue dt- 
uers times à many, wꝛongelully be indited of diuers murders, felonies, # 
other miſbchauour, by their couin and falſehead, to the vtter vndoing of 
thetrliues, loſſe of their gooddes and theit landes: by reaſon wherof they 
and euety of them, in aduotdyng the vntrue trouble and veracion, whiche 
to them might come and enſue by reaſon and occaſion ofthe ſame falſein- 
ditementes, and alſo ſomtime by labour oftheſaid ſheriffes, diuers greate 
fcionies and murders conceled, and by the ſaid perſons : Allo by the ſalde 
ſheriffes and their miniſters parctally retourned not pꝛeſented, be and haue 
bene compelled to make lines and geue rewardes to the ſaide Sheryffes + 
their miniſters. vcherfoze be it enacted, oꝛdeined, and eſtabliſhed by 
the kynge our ſoueraine loꝛde, and by the aſſente of the loꝛdes ſpitituall

iectes, that will ſue fo: the ſame by action of dette at the common lawe 7 
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bill, oꝛ complaint, where it ſhall fo:tune'any ſuche to fall and be: and that 
none eſſoine ne pꝛotection be allowed fo2 the defendaunte 02 detendauntes 
in that actions o2 playntes, noz that the ſaide detendaunte noz detendaun⸗ 
tes therin be admitted to wage their lawe, And that the kynges pardon

to the yerely value of. CC.markes aboue the charges,o: cis had the kinges 

ſpeciall licence vndet his placarde, ſigned and ſealed with his pztuet ſeale 

Croſbowe 9; lignet, ſhulde occupie oꝛ ſhote in any croſvowe within this realme, but 
onely to; laufull defence of his houſe, vpon diuers peynes erpꝛeſſed in the 

ſaide fratute.

this realme of Englande, haue daily occupied and let on wozke 
m makyng of cappes and hattes of the kynges naturall ſub⸗ 
iectes that is toſay, men, women, maidens, and childꝛen (bozne 
© within this realme of Englande) to the great telicfe 4 comfozte 
of poꝛe pꝛiſoners within this realme, to the nombze of thꝛe ſcoze thouſande 
perſons and aboue,in cardinge, ſpinninge, ſtytehyng, knyttyng, thyckyng, 
2cſſyng, dieng, ſhetyng, x p;eſſing, with other cettayn feates concernynge 
the woꝛkyng and makyng of cappcs and hattes made and wꝛought within 
the citee of London, and in diuers + many other cities, boꝛoughes, #townes 
within this realine, wherby the kinges ſubiectes here naturally bozne, haue 
had they: poze liuinge time out of munde, till of late yeres paſte þ ſo greate 
abundance of cappes and hattes (redy wzought and made) haue bene and 
dayly he bꝛought from the parties of beyonde the ſea in to this realine, and
